BOYS WORK SHOWS SPLENDID 
GROWTH 


During! the past year the Boys work 
of the Pine Street Branch has advanced 
in every department. Outstanding 
among the achievements of the Boys’ Di- 
vision, eince the last birthday of the 
Branch were: (1) a carefully graded and 
organized program for boys in the build- 
ing membership (2) a larger membership 
than ever before (3) the acquisition and 
promotion of Camp River Cliff in the 
Ozarks (4) 52 boys accepted Jesus Christ 
and joined the church (5) promotion of 
Fourth Annual City-wide Older Boys’ 
Conference and (&) graduating two boys 
into training for definite, Christien . ser- 
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Camp Fiver Cliff 

Our Boys’ Division is very proud of 
the acquisition of Camp ['ver Cliff in the 
Ozarke. This piece of Camp prope:iy ‘s 
worth more than $10,000 and is the 
finest camp in the world for the exclu- 
sive use of Colored boys. The Camp site 
comprises 65 acres of ideal 
ground nestling among. the 
foothills of the Ozark Mountains near 


Bourbon, Mo. It is thoroughly equipped 
in every department. 
Ninety-five boys were the happy 


guests at Camp River Cliff last August 
but the interest which the enthusiasm of 
those satisfied campers has created among 
the boys of St. Louis will make four 
camp periods necessary next Summer. 
The first period opens July 19th.

Results 

Howard O. Lindsey joined the Pine 
Street T. M. C. A. when it was starting 
out to serve boys and he was starting 
out on a “mission of mischief” but they 
became friends and now, after 5 years of 
this friendship, Howard, having worked 
up to President of the Boys’ Executive 
Council, became an employee of the ‘“Y” 
and now is attending Chicago Y. M. C. 
A. College preparing, as he states it, “for 
a life of ‘Christian service to boys like I 
was” and will graduate as a Y. M. C, A. 
Boys’ Work Secretary. 

Fred Young joined the “Y” as an 
employed boy of seventeen, but he found 
friendship and service in the “Y” sc 
wholesome and helpful that after a year 
as President of the Boye’ Executive Coun- 
cil, he accepted the “Y. M. C. A. work” 
for the purpose of giving his life in 
Christian service. Eight other older 
boy members plan to follow in their 
steps. Is this not the “PROOF OF THE

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fufficient to convince the people of St 
Louis of the’ possibilities attainable thru 
a standard Association program. In 1919 
the ambitions of people looking in that 
direction, were made possible of realiza- 
tion. On the 22nd of March of that 
year, the work, now known as the Pine 
Street Branch was inaugurated. 

The work at Pine Street began by 
taking leadership in some phases of the 
Association work. When the buildinz 
was dedicated, the entire amount of 
money subscribed by the Colored people. 
was already in hand. This still stands as 
the only instance of that sort of perform 
ance among our Association. In the 
years that have followed, Pine Street ha- 
endeavored always to point the way to 
larger accomplishment along some phase 
of the Association’s program. The ser- 
vice that is being rendered to the Pull- 
man Porters coming into St. Louis is 
withont parallel in any other Asvrociation 
field. The quality and quantity o? Cafe- 
teria business carried on by thig Branch, 
far exceeds that of any other Branch in 
the country. It also has pointed the way 
to special Club work with industrial

groups. All Association buildings thru- 
out the country should ° “be pervaded by 
an atmosphere of, cordiality,. ; Weleome 
and (maradriers). These have always 
been attributes of the Pine Street work.: 
A final piece ‘of pioneering work in the- 
Association field is that exemplified by. 
the extension in. Elleardsville. Here,. 
again, Pine Street has pointed the waz. 
for brotherhood. Finally, the work in 
St .Louis is the first to make its case for 
& second modern building for werk with 
Colored men and boys. In this effort St. 

Louis has again set the pace. The sub-._ 
scription of $125,000 by Colored people 
sets a record worthy of emulation by any, 
other city in the United States. 


The most heartening experience in’ 
the life of Pine Street is the privilege 
aceorded it to serve as a rendezvous for 
Practically all phases of Negro life ln 
St. Louis. It has had the distinction of 
heing the place where numerous city: 
wide activities have had their birth. The 
Negro Business Men's Association was 
developed and still meets regularly twice 
@ month in the building. Such inter 
denominational activities as the church- 
es have so far brought into being have 
been organized and set up under ‘this . 
roof. The Inter.denominational Sunday 
School Teachers’ Training classes were 
held here, the Federation ..ot.. Negro, 
churehes .of St. Louis and vicinity, was 
organized here and all of its meetings 
have been here. Varicus business enter- 
prises use the Association building com- 
tinuously. The Association is privileged 
to serve many of the social and edues. 
tional groups, such as the Coltege Fra- 
ternities, alumni associations, etc., In- 
dustrial groups, such as the Pullman 
Porters, Benevolent Organization, the 
Pullman Porters Safety Orgauizations, 
the Pullman Shop meetings, the Missou- 
ri Pacific Railway men, the Bank Mes- 
sengers of St. Louis, the Commonwealth 
Steel Company ad others, make con- 
stant use of the building for practically 
all of their group activities.
